T 
HE current woild crisis, which iias come home with a hang 
to the United States, should have at least one beneficial ef­ 
fect— and that is to discourage the proponents of certain costly, 


unnecessary and fcghly dubious political schemes. 


One such scheme is the St. Lawrence river project, where­ 
by the United States government would spend hundreds of 
millions for hvdro-power development which we don’t need, and 
¡or inland water transport facilities which would simply diver, 


business from existing private carriers. 
According to dispassionate surveys, the St. Lawrence pio- 
jeci would result in cheaper transportation and cheaper power 
only if a large part of the cost were charged off to other pur­ 
poses— only, in other words, if government subsidized the busi­ 
ness with the taxpayers’ money. 
If all costs were honestly 
figured, including the loss in wages and purchasing power that 
would result from displacement of existing business, the power 
and (he transportation would prove to be excessively expensive. 


We need the St. Lawrence project about as much as a cat 
needs five legs. 
Private industry in this country is prepared tu 
give us all (he transportation and power service we can possibly 


use. 
It will give it to us by spending private money, not tax 
money. 
It will create new and important sources of taxation, 
instead of destroying sources of taxation. 
It will provide real 
jobs in real productive industry— not political sinecures. 


Even in tin ts of world peace and bounding prosperity, it 
is doubtful if we can afford political projects to destroy private 
business. 
Certainly we can’t afford them now, when every pos­ 
sible tax nickel must be turned to national detense. 


MIGHT BE A CLUE HERE 
The 32,373 persons at the All-Star baseball game in St. Louis the 
other afternoon probably didn't give much time to thinking about the 
war in Europe or preparedness in the United States. There s something 
about baseball that takes the fan s mind off all other troubles while he's 
watching his favorite sport. 
Nevertheless, a detached observer inclines to the opinion that one 
of the things wrong with the Old World has been its inability to lose 
itself temporarily in a few hours of baseball madness. And possibly one 
of the things that may be wrong with this country Is the individual 
citizen's reluctance to give to public affairs as much enthusiasm and 
concentrated attention as he gives to baseball. 


The Parent 
Problem 


By Garry C. Myers, Ph. D. 


PARENTS AND TEACHERS 
COMMUNE 
“Dear Doctor Myers: As chairman 
of the grade school P. T. A. I am 
appealing to you for ideas and sug­ 
g e stio n s for a constructive program 
for this school year. Up to this time 
the Parent Teacher meetings in our 
school, in fact throughout our en­ 
tire city, have been largely of the 
entertaining variety. Our committee 
feels that the program should be 
more worthwhile and constructive." 
My reply: First, limit the reg­ 
ular program to one hour. Ask a 
doctor to take one evening telling 
how to prevent communicable dis­ 
ease, and what to do till the doctor 
comes. Ask a dentist to talk on 
how you and your children may 
have and keep good teeth. Ask a 
m erchant to tell of his problems 
with children who come to his 
store, 
and offer 
suggestions 
for 
solving such. Ask your school super­ 
intendent, principal or a teacher 
to tell what the school expects of 
the home; and a parent to tell what 
the home expects of the school. 
Strict Time Limit 
One speaker a night is enough. 
He should not speak more than 
thirty minutes. Hold him strictly 
to the time limits. Have him an­ 
swer questions. Limit the music or 
other entertainment to about eight 
or ten minutes. 
Since you have a large Hungarian 
group, induce some Hungarian fath ­ 
er to tell of some of the customs of 
his native country. On the same eve­ 
ning you might have some Hungar­ 
ian children put on a brief folk 
dance in Hungarian costume. Such 
would create a fine feeling and 
make the Hungarian children and 
parents feel more worthwhile. 
Some skillful person might give 
a review’ of a good book for par­ 
ents on child guidance or family 
relationships. There might, indeed, 
be two such reviews as an evening 
program. I shall be glad to suggest 
books for this purpose. 
Then there could be an evening 
of improvised skits such as: 
A. A dinner scene in which there 
is tension, bedlam, radio on. etc.

This is a blessed country, sure enough, compared with any other 
on earth just now- But for a long time it has suffered from two evils 
not existing in many countries that on the whole were much worse off. 
That is, a plague of idle money and a plague of idle men. 
Now. under the stress of war preparations, the men are being ab­ 
sorbed by industry, and so is much of the money. This is some conso­ 
lation for having to plunge again into rearmament against our natural 
inclinations. 
But it is a very roundabout and expensive substitute for 
natural processes of restoring prosperity. 
Real prosperity pays for it­ 
self and leaves a surplus; this artificial prosperity gives temporary re­ 
lief but leaves us with heavier debts and more interest to pay. 
What we need, when the armament job is done, if we are saved 
from war, is concentration on the job of making our American economy 
a going concern, paying its way right along and leaving a surplus to re­ 


duce the public debt.

But it seems that even with longer hours Soviet workers are not 
delivering the goods. So Moscow has issued a new decree providing im­ 
prisonment lor "poor or incomplete production in industry.’’ 
Apparently quality as well as quantity has suffered, since men­ 
tion is made of watches that also refuse to work, alarm clocks that don t 
alarm and tractors with cracks and other defects covered by paint, 
American tngineers returning from Stalinland tell of the diffi­ 
culties they encountered in keeping the wheels of industry turning, even 
under the government’s policy of forced labor. 
Talk of Russia as the 


workingm an’s paradise makes them laugh. 
It will not be surprising if many of the “comrades 
prefer jail to 
jobfr—the kind their government provides. 
But our home-grown Com­ 
munists will continue to point to the Russian system as far superior to 
our own. 
Yet they seem to be in no haste to depart for that modem

The word means “no land.” and certainly Russia doesn't boar 
the slightest resemblance to the glowing picture the Communists hold 
up before the American people.—Philadelphia Inquirer.

ACNE 
Acne seems to be an affliction of 
adolescence, although it sometimes 
does make an appearance before 
th at time 
The great m ajority of 
sufferers are a t the age of puberty 
when they break out in the eruption 
of pus-producing pimples on 
the 
face and neck th at we know as 
acne. 
The disease attacks both healthy 
and frail children, boys and girls 
alike. 
At times it seems to have a 
preference for the more athletic 
types. 
The disease 
is 
definitely 
connected with the development of 
sex. because older people do not 
have it. nor do undersexed individ­ 
uals. 
We think that heredity plays a 
part in acne, for some families num ­ 
ber amongst their characteristics an 
oily skin and these are the ones most 
often attacked by acne. 
I myself 
have treated girls or boys for the 
trouble and then, years later, I ’ve 
treated their children for the same 
thing. 
The actual cause of acne is ob­ 
scure, as I have said here before. 
Some researchers believe it is due to 
an upsetting of the glandular sys­ 
tem , others think bacteria are re­ 
sponsible, and still others blame it 
on some food to which the victim 
is allergic. 
Treating acne is an experim ental 
business. W hat will clear up the 
complaint in one person won’t budge 
another. 
No one 
treatm ent will 
clear up every case. G landular sub­ 
stances have been used extensively 
and show lim ited 
success. 
They 
seem, for instance, to alleviate the 
disfigurem ent of the face, but don't 
appear to remove the underlying 
cause. 
W hen treatm ent is discon­ 
tinued. they break out again. These 
glandular treatm ents m ust be car­ 
ried out with great care lest they 
create an abnorm ality in some other 
part of thp system. 
X -rays appear to have the same 
effect on acne as do the glandular 
treatm ents. By that. I mean th at 
with either X -rays or gland prepar­ 
ations, there is a limited improve­ 
m ent in the boy or girl. But treat* 
m ent by both X -rays and glandular 
preparations give no better result 
than when only one us tried. 
They 
simply duplicate each other's work. 
Diet adjustm ents may bring im­ 
provement, but this is a treatm ent 
th at must be studied carefully by 
your doctor. 
If 
the 
patient 
is 
strong and robust, it is often well to 
cut down on the use of dairy prod­ 
ucts, chocolate, fried foods, nuts, 
duck and goose. 
These products 
contain a fat radicle definitely con­ 
nected with outbreaks of acne. How­ 
ever, the removal of these foods 
from the diet of a frail, or under­ 
nourished person may be dangerous. 
Hence the need for having the doc­ 
tor’s supervision in such treatm ent. 
Condim ents and spices of all kinds 
should be discontinued by anyone 
suffering from acne. 
It is this fact th at food seems to 
have something to do with acne th at 
has led some doctors to think th at 
it is a form of food allergy. 
Pimple pills are still being sold as 
cures for acne. 
Most of these are 
actually 
harm ful 
and 
should 
be 


avoided. 
In almost all cases they 
contain iodine, and th at is one sub­ 
stance the acne patient is particu­ 
larly advised to avoid. Even m inute 
quantities in iodized table salt may 
be harm ful. 
Bowels should be kept open by 
diet, not harm ful laxatives. 
V ita­ 
min B. which can be obtained in 
tablet form, is helpful. So is vitamin 
D. from sunshine or cod liver oil. 
Cleansing creams with an oil or 
fatty base shouldn’t be used. Com­ 
mon sulphur soap or a mild m er­ 
curial soap is advisable when wash­ 
ing. 
Remember, if your doctor doesn't 
cure you with the first try. don’t get 
discouraged. Don’t lose faith in him 
for no treatm ent is effective in every 
case of acne. 
The most general 
beneficial treatm ent is X-rays, but 
whatever your doctor tries, stay with 
him. 
It won't take him very long 
to hit on the treatm ent th at will re­ 
lieve your acne.

colleges 
were aided by the National Youth 
Administration during the 1939-40 
school year. 
In helping the young people con­ 
tinue with their educational careers, 
a total of nearly two million dollars 
was paid to 30,000 high school and 
8,000 rollege and graduate students, 
according to figures 
revealed 
by 
Walter S. Cowing, state N.Y.A. ad­ 
ministrator. 
According to Cowing the average 
earnings for high school youth was 
$4.12 
a month, for college youth 
$12.93 a month, and graduate stu­ 
dents $21.31 per month for doing 
work in and about their institutions. 
“It is interesting to note," he said, 
“that the majority of students did 
not ask for N.Y.A. aid unless they 
actually needed the money.” 
He 
added that nearly twice as 
many 
students applied for N.Y.A. assist­ 
ance than could be helped. 
During the past school year the 
all-state average family income of 
N.Y.A. aided college students 
was 
$1195.00 and for high school stu­ 
dent’s families the 
average 
was 
$651.50. Although the amounts paid 
to students were small, 
in 
many 
cases they meant the difference be­ 
tween a 
student 
continuing 
his 
classes or dropping out of 
school 
entirely. The N.Y.A. earnings served 
to pay transportation, l u n c h e s , 
school supplies, part of the tuition 
and other similar items. 
In high schools the project work 
was concerned with repair of school 
furniture and equipment, care and 
upkeep of 
grounds 
and 
athletic 
fields, and in clerical service. 
The 
work in colleges in most instances 
was devoted to research and labora­ 
tory work of considerable value to 
the youth and community. 
Applicants for N.Y.A. aid are se­ 
lected by school authorities upon the 
basis of need and ability.
